AND NEW VOTERS’ LIST 


It must not be overlooked that a 
new Dominion Election Act is now 


| on the statute books, and vhe work 


er’ list will be commenced Siortly. 
According to the new law each in- 
dividual voter must accept respons- 


| ibitity for seeing he. is on the voters | 


list, for if his name does not appear 
thereon, he wiil not be permitted to 
vote at the next election. Whether 
or not a voter has been on the list 
previously, British subject’ or nor, 
will be of no avail, if his name 1s 
not on the voer¥ list he simply can- 
not vote. Even a judge of the 
court cannot alter the matter and 4 
citizen cannat swear in his vote as | 
previously . 

Even a personal request 
enumerator is not suffiint. Tae 
enumerator may leave your tame 
off, or it may be struck off a‘ter 
once having been on. It is up to | 
each voter to examine both the | 
preliminary list and the revised list 
to be certain. ore 

The date for posting of the lists 
will be anmounced almost immedi- 
ately in every newspaper in Canada, 
and every pergon entitled to a vote 
should watch for these lists. The 
final date for revision wil probably 
be some time before November Ist, 
and after this revision there will be 
no more alterationd until the next 
annual revision.

The people of the North American continent regard it as an imaginary line 
which marks the boundary between the United States‘ and Canada, but, says 
this magazine editor, the wise ones of the earth regard it as something 
more than‘a hair line on the earth’s globe. It is, he says, the world’s line of 
destiny. 

Elaborating his theme he first dirécts attention to the fact that in 
America this invisible international boundary line is a line of peace. No 
frowning fortifications dot its length; no jealousies are pent up along its 
borders; no racial hatreds batter its boundaries, For more than one hun- 
dred years it has been.a line of peace, a magnificent contradiction of the 
Old World's barbaric philosophy that two neighboring countries cannot long | 
exist without strife.

“Travel with the ‘line of peace’ across the flux and change of the new 
Red Russia and note its sinister significance as it pierces the inner core of 
European turmoil It traverses the Polish Corridor, constant source of 
statesmen’s uneasy slumber; flanks Austria’s troubled boundaries; bisects a 
re-armed Getmany; skirts the fringe of France at the most jealous point of 
national pride, historic Alsace-Lorraine; tops the rims of armored steel that 
mark Belgium's sullen frontiers; then wings the Atlantic for its more pacific 
mission on this continent.”

Might Outshine Sun 


Scientists Tell Of Heat Contained In 
Are Light Carbon 

The hottest known thing on earth, 
we are told, is the burning carbon of 
an arc light. . It is so hot that vol- 
canic mist forms in the incandescent 
crater, a fog of pure carbon vapor. 

Formerly this fog was thought to 

be liquid carbon, but a recent re- 
port to the American Chemical 
Society concludes that carbon does 
not pass through a liquid stage in 
turning from solid to gas, at least 
that it does not at atmospheric pres- 
sure. ; : \ 
This may be a reason why dia- 
monds have been so impossible for 
man to make, says the report, for 
diamonds apparently are the pro- 
ducts of a liquid form of carbon. 

But, if diamonds cannot be pro- 
duced from carbon, more heat and 
light can, it is hoped. Three Cleve- 
land scientists who have been meas- 
uring the heat of the carbon arc 
declare that “under the right condi- 
tions, and with a little further chemi- 
cal aid” arcs can be made to burn 
with an intrinsic brilliancy slightly 
greater than that of the sun. 

This would be a novel achievement, 
indeed, the creation of an artificial 
light brighter than the sun! It 
sounds almost presumptuous.—De- 
| troit Free Press.

DIAMONDS 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A,) 


‘ Diamonds are the purest form of 
carbon, an element which occurs in 
almost every living substance. Found 
in the sand and gravel of river, lake, 
or sea beds, the stones are separated 
out by a washing process which car- 
ries away the outer coatings, leaving 
the diamond free. ThéSé gems have 
a crystalline form, but sometimes 
the stones are cut by jewellers to 
further enhance their brilliance. Clear 
diamonds have the greatest value, al- 
though There are rare occurrences of 
delicately colored stones which are 
much prized. Black diamonds are 
more plentiful than the clear stones 
and are used for cutting and drilling. 
Diamonds are also used by engravers 
in making etchings. 

It has been the dream of many 
scientists to make synthetic dia- 
monds, and this has been accomplish- 
ed occasionally, although it“is found 
that the process does not produce 
sufficient stones to make it ‘worth 
while. , 

Moisson, a French chemist, in 1893 
was successful in producing a small 
quantity of the gems by heating 
charcoal with iron to a very high 
temperature in an electric furnace. 
The mixture was then cooled very 
quickly. A coating of iron was rapid- 
ly formed on the outside, but at the 
centre the cooling was slower, and a 
few very small clear and black dia- 
monds were found. Rubies and other 
gems have also been made synthetic- 
ally, but not with great success. 

Diamonds are measured by carats, 
a unit of weight which is equivalent 
to three grains troy weight. The larg- 
est diamond ever found was the 
“Cullinan” which was mined in South 
Africa. This stone originally weigh- 
ed 3,025% carats, but it was later 
cut into smaller stones.

To this end, the 
government agency has been support- 
ing prices ever since the fall move- 
ment. began, and is continuing such 
support.” 

In two days the Winnipeg wheat 
prices slumped six cents following 
suggestions for investigation of sell- 
ing here and at Liverpool, Buenos 
Aires and Chjcagb. Such dumping, 
said Mr. McFarland, was unwarrant- 
ed, and, he added, “it must be bought 
back some day.” 

“Let me reiterate,’ Mr, McFar- 
land said, “that despite recent pres- 
sure on the price structure from 
abroad, the fundamental conditions of 
the world grain market are unchang- 
ed, and’ before this cereal season is 
over all our surplus will be required 
for food and for seed.” 

Mr. McFarland pointed out 95,000,- 
000 bushels of the Western Canadian 
wheat crop had been marketed to 
date. ‘This is very close to one-half 
of the deliverable wheat crop,” he 
said, “and a very large percentage of 
the remaindér has been damaged by 
frost, rain or snow and is not in fit 
condition to thresh. The great bulk 
of the wneaf. remaining on farms, 
therefore, is low grade milling wheat 
or in the “feed” class.

New Farm Station 


Will Locate Experimental Farm In 
Melfort Area 


Ottawa.—The government has de- 
cided to develop an experimental 
farm in the constituency of Melfort, 
Sask., it was stated at the depart- 
ment of agriculture, The farm will 
comprise 640 acres. 

The farm will be located in clay- 
bush country, and will be planned to 
assist farmers in such districts of 
the prairies. The other experimental 
farms in Saskatchewan look after 
the needs of the people farming on 
the open prairies, but it is said-there 
are no experimental farms in the 
province dealing with conditions met 
with in the clay-bush area. 

Land has already been acquired 
for the farm and buildings are now 
being erected. It will be in opera- 
tion next year. Livestock and for- 
age-crop production will be to the 
fore in the experimental work con- 
ducted there just as farms in other 
parts of Saskatchewan deal more 
largely with the problems of the 
grain grower. 

Located in an old settled district 
which has not hitherto had the bene- 
fit of an experimental farm, the pro- 
ject is expected to be of assistance 
to farmers working under conditions 
such as prevail in the Carrot River 
valley.

Australia Wants To Know Britain’s 
‘Objectives Regarding Agriculture 
Bradford, England.—The sugges-

Domitien T. Robichaud, Ottawa, 
has been appointed superintendent of 
the Dominion government’s bureau 
of translation. His salary will range 
from $4,800 to $5,400. 

British producers are rapidly oust- 
ing American goods from the Cana- 
dian market, said Howard G. Fergu- 
son, Cariadian. high commissioner to 
Great Britain. 

“Tourists will be worth $30,000,000 
to $50,000,000 more .to Canada this 
year than last, as a result of efforts 
to increase this traffic,” according to 
D. Leo Dolan, director of the newly- 
formed federal tourist bureau. 


One of .the wealthiest men in 
Poland, Count Jacob Potocki, died re- 
cently, leaving his entire fortune, 
amounting ot about $20,000,000, to a 
medical institution for the treatment 
of cancer and tuberculosis to be 
founded in his name.

Of Military Training In Italy 

Premier Benito Mussolini 
proof of the seriousness of his inten- 
tion to make Italy a militaristic na- 
tion by taking charge of activities to 
that end, and creating a new govern- 
ment department to supervise the 
work. 

The new department will be known 
as the inspectorate of “pre and post” 
military training, and will be charged 
with the responsibility of making 
soldiers of all male Italians between 
the ages of eight and 33. 

The inspectorate will serve as a 
co-ordinating link between the army, 
navy and air ministries, all headed 
by Il Duce pergonally, and the min- 
istry of education and aac mili- 
tary bodies.

INSIDE THE HOUSE 


Light for this living-room shot 
came from broad windows at the 
right. The day was almost dull 
but the camera got every detail 
In an exposure of only a few sec- 
onds. 

Stairways aJmost always have 
rich picture possibilities. The 
stairs shown here have an unusu- 
al twist, which was capitalized by 


the snapshooter. But even the most “ordinary” of stairs can be made to 
give you striking and memorable pictures. All you need Is a watchful eye 
and a handy camera. 


| bd you've put off taking picture’ of 

the inside of your home because 
of a vague notion that such pictures 
are difficult, banish that notion and 
get out your camera. Here are a 
few pointers that may help you in 
your first shots. 

In the first place, you will need 
to make time exposures. And for 
successful time exposures the cam- 
era must be absolutely steady, Use 
a tripod, if you have one, or mount 
the camera on some ‘substantial 
support such as g table. Too, the 
camera must be level; otherwise 
corners and doors and windows will 
not be properly straight up and 
down. 

It is a good idea to place your 
camera so that you get only a little 
of the ceiling in the view-finder 
There's more of interest nearer the 
floor. 

The secret of success in indoor 


pictures lies in controlling the light 


reaching the various parts of the 
room to be pictured. To, begin with, 
never point your camera directly at 
the window or door through which 
the greatest amount of light {s com- 
ing. Keep the light behind or to the 
side of the camera. If, as sometimes 
happens, a sunny window is in a par- 
ticular part of the house you want to 
take, you can eliminate sun-glare by 
a very simple trick. Pull the shade of 
that particular window clear down 
and keep it down for an exposure 


long enough to give you the other 


features and details. Then, close the 


shutter and run the shade up to its 


normal position. Now, go back to 
the camera and, without changing 
the film or the camera’s position, 
open the shutter again for a half 
second longer 

It's a good idea to use a very . 
small lens stop in taking indoor pic- | 
tures, because you want detail in 
everything Focus on a point about 
half-way between the camera and 
the far side of the room; then, 
when the Jens is stopped down you 
will find that practically everything 
is in sharp focus. 

Avoid including large pieces of 
furniture in the foreground, lest 
they take up more space in the pic- 
ture than they deserve. 

Watch out for distracting reflec- 
tions in mirrors or glass covered 
pictures. By putting a small wad 
of paper under one corner of a pic- 
ture, thereby changing the angle 
of the glass, you cap usually get rid 
of a reflection. 

Exposure time will vary, of 
course, with the brilliance of the 
daylight and the degree to which 
the walls reflect light. On a bright 
day, pictures in-a predominantly 
light colored room can be taken with 
an exposure of five or ten seconds. 
On dull days, in dark rooms having 
only one window, you will need as 
much as five minutes, with the lens 
at £.16 

If ‘you've never tried interiors, 
you'll find them plenty of fun and 
the results will surprise you with 
their excellence.

Explanations And Comments 


How to Study the Bible. When a 
man insists that every statement in 
the Bible is to be taken as literally 
true, he outrages our sense of fact. 
That is not so. On the other hand 
when some man refers to the Bible 
as “a lot of myths, legends, old wives’ 
tales,” a cast-off collection of literary 
old clothes, he outrages both our 
sense of réverence and our sense of 
fact. That is not so either. The more 
thoughtful people of thé world have 
been using this book for centuries as 
a book of final values for all who 
would live nobly. 

The only basis for an enduring 
faith in the Bible is, sound, accurate, 
thorough knowledge. Let.men study 
to show themselves approved unto 
God, workmen that need not be asham- 
ed, rightly divining the word of truth. 
Let them learn to discriminate be- 
tween that which is merely local, 
temporary, incidental in this litera- 
ture and that which is universal, en- 
during, vital. Let them learn that 
we have there a record of the pro- 
gressive revelation which God made 
of himself through the religious ex- 
periences of a people chosen for their 
Spiritual insight.
